The Miscreant Theu Makes Oin Escape 


Leaving No Clew Behind Him—Inquiry

LONDON, Aug. 7.--Much excitement was 


occasioned in the "Whitechapel district 
Friday morniug when a rumor was rap- 
idly passed from mouth to mouth tbat 
tbe dreaded "Jack the Ripper" had again 
appeared and committed one of the butch- 
eries that has made his name a household 
word in this most ill-favored portion of 
London. That there was reason for the 
excitement there can be no denial. At no 
early hour Friday morning, is one of the 
denizens of \Vhitechapcl, an' old wumiin 
named Woolie, was passing through one 
of the numerous dark alleys with wbk-h 
the region abounds, she was feet iipuu by 
au unknown mau armed with a sb.irp 
knife. Tlie place where tho assault was 
made was a dark und dismal one, and us 
tbe hour was early the usual prowlers

the knife as a dagger, he plunged it into 
her body again and again. 


In a Dying Condition. 


There is a deep wound on the woman's 


arm, which it is believed was received 
while she was attempting to ward off the 
ferocious blows aimed at her body. "When 
released from tbe grasp of bet assailant 
the woman dropped to the ground wiih 
the blood pouring from her wounds, aud 
when shortly afterward she was discov 
ered by a passing policeman she was un- 
conscious and m a dying condition. She 
is "tO years old. The police are as usual 
hunting for some clew that will lead lo 
the identification ot the murderer, but, 
as in all the other , Whitcchapel crimes, 
the assassin has disappeared, leaving no 
trace save his mutilated victim.

HAD HIM BOILED ALIVE. 


Dow the Shall of 1'tTsia Punished an Kiir 


bezzting Governor. 


LONDON, Aug. 7.—A letter from Teher- 


a'l briugs a queer report to the effect that 
the shah, having become much enraged 
against Abdullah Khan, the governor of 
Ma/.euderan. condemned that ruler to the 
terrible deatli of being boiled alive. Tlie 
charge ngaiust the unfortunate governor 
was that he had embezzled Kxes due to 
the shah's treasury. The truth, it is al- 
leged, is that Abdullah bad not embezzled 
any wore than he was in tbe habit of 
doing, out that owing to poor harvests 
and the poverty of tbe peasantry, he did 
not keep tlie usual amount for the shah. 
This greatly enraged the monarch, who 
is much in need of money, and he caused 
Abdullah to lie seized and brought to 
trial before the council of state, which 
unanimously found him guilty of embez 
zlemcut, and found him worthy of death, 
leaving the sentence to he passed by the 
shah. 


Tiie Sentence Carried Out. 


The latter with a view of striking terror 


into other thieving governors, ordered 
that Abdullah should be boiled alive, but 
graciously decreed also that the water 
should be boiling hot at tbe time o f t ) 
fatal dip, so ns to iiuish him as quickly as 
possible. The t-eiiteiice is said to havi 
been carried out. The severe punishmen 
will, it is supposed, be a lesson to otbc 
governors to lie more prompt with thei 
payments. The punishment of hoilini, 
alive has-been inflicted in Persia l)efore 
and the Persians claim tbat, under th 
above conditions, life is destroyed imuie 
diately, and there is no suffering.

It is understood that the kaiser himsel 


has not yet been made aware of the state 
ments of the French press, and that whe 
he is, there may be a scene in which th 
French legation will figure. The presen 
ozar o( Russia, who usually ignores wha 
foreigners say about him, waa accuset 
some years ago of murdering one of h 
officers in a fit of senseless rage. The cza 
was deeply moved when he beard of th 
report and caused it to be circumstan 
liaily denied throughout the world. It 
believed that the kaiser, who is mu< 
more sensitive to public opinion, will hav 
tomeLhing lo say about the nccusatio 
against him.

Obesity. Leanness and lieautj. 


Some persons are born with a normal 


tendency to become fat, others with a 
tendency to leanness. It is thesanie among 
the lower animals. The hog is a sort of 
machine for transforming the odds and 
ends of food into fat; but the farmer knows 
beforehand that a little pig with long legs 
and snout will work off the fAt as fast as it 
can be made. So a. long legged person sel- 
dom inclines to obesity.

phatic people the life processes are slow, 
uucl the fut is largely deposited rather thau 
burned. This temperament furnishes some 
of the best types of surface beauty.
